—This 1s 
our Unhappineſs in England, that we make 
i: our S:udy not to odey, but to evade the 
1,w; aud wherereran Att of Parliament 
s made ag2inft a icarndalcus Praftice, we 
i2v all cur Heads together to find out Me- 
chods. bow we may commit the Crime, 
without incurring the Penalty. This is 
one Occolicn of that common receiv'd Mox- 
im. Toit England has the beft Laws, the 
woitt ixncauted ifany Notion in the World.
